Evils of Humane Life, proceed from Irre- 

gular Paſſions ; ſome Philoſophers conclu- 
. ded, that for Men entirely to deveſt them- 
ſelves of their Paſſions, would be the beſt Cure. 
of thoſe Evils. But the Maxims of that School, 
if they were Sincere were not proportion d to 
Humane Nature : For the Affections are, as it 
were, the Wings of the Soul, by the help of 
which It moves and acts with greater Vigour; 
and when they are directed to their Proper Ob-

jects, and kept within Due Meaſures, are the 


great Inſtruments of Virtue: And he that loves, 
and hates; rejoices. in, and grieves for thoſe 
Things only which he ought, and in proportion

to the real Good, and Evil that is in them, is 


not only a much Better, but a much Wiſer Man, 


than the Celebrated Wiſe Man of the Stoicks. 
Of all the Paſſions, None, at the firſt view, 
ſeems to be of leſs uſe, and more hurtful to him 
that labours under it, than Sorrow); and yet even 
this is neceſſary to Sinful and Miſerable Crea- 
tures. Sorrow is abſolutely neceſſary to us, as 
we are Sinful Creatures, as neceſſary as Repen- 
tance is: That kind of Sorrow alſo, which is 
expreſs'd in the Text, is * as we live in

a World that abounds with Miſeries; Com paſſion 
being placed by God and Nature 1 in our Breaſts, 
as 2 Saffckdary t the Miſerable : It makes us 
feet rhe Calamities of our Fellow Creatures; and 
inclines us to relieve and aſſiſt them, if we can, 
and to-expreſs "Compaſſion for them, at leaſt, 
which is ſome ſort of Comfort when we cannot 
help chem.” The ſorrow therefore that was ex- 
preſsd by theſe pions Women in the Text, Our 
Saviour doth not reprove, when he bids them, 
Weep Wot for hin; but rather directs them to pro- 

reion their Sorrow to the Caufes of it, to Mo- 
derate chert grief for him, telling them they had 


much greater reaſons to jament for Them elves, 


and for their Poſterity. I ſhall therefore 


Firſt Inquire what thoſe Reaſons were, that 
might induce them to Moderate their Sorrow 


for our Savicur's Snfferings.

ction annex d to the ſecond Commandment 
it appears, that Poſterity doth ſometimes ſuf- 
fer for the Iniquities of their Fathers; we 


have greater reaſon to apprehend ſuch a Vi- 


fication of the Divine Juſtice for National 


Sins ; becauſe, altho' One Generation goes, and 
another comes, yet the Community is in ſome 
ſenſe Immortal; and tho' not Perſonally, 
is Politically the Same; and becauſe Nations, 
or Communities, as ſuch, - are -puniſhable on- 
Iy in This, and not puniſhable in the next 
Life; where all Mankind will, be Divided 


but into Two” Societies. The of the 


Bleſſed in Heaven; and the Other of 
the Accurſed in Hell. And therefore, in 


compliance with the Religious Deſign of the 
Obſervation of this Day, let us with Prayer 
and Faſting humble our Souls before God, 


for the Execrable Crime that was committed 
on It; for the Unnatural Rebellion that led 
to It; and for all the other Sins of this Na- 
tion, that provoked” God to ſuffer theſe 
Mercileſs and Inhumane Men to Shed This 


Innocent and Royal Blood: And let us be- 


ſeech God to Accept of our Humiliations 


and Prayers thro the Blood of his Son. We 
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ſee the Guilt of their Meſſiabs Blood, after fo 
many Ages, lies ſtill Heavy upon the Jews; 


becauſe their Infidelity will not ſuffer them 
to Qualify themſelves to receive the Remiſ- 
ſion. of their Sins, which that Blood hath 


Purchaſed for them. Let us therefore with 


True Contrition, and a Lively Faith take 
Sanctuary. in that Great Atonement, and. be- 
ſeech God that the Blood of his Son, which

Faction, for the Sins of the | whole World, may 
be accepted for the Expiation of this Great 
Crime, fo as it never may be Viſited on a, U,

And as we Expreſs our Sorrow for it in 
our Devotions to God: So let us Declare our 
Abhorrence of it to Men. And we cannot 


do it in more Proper Words, than thoſe

But of what 
kind ſoever our Afflictions are, or may be, 
let it be our chief care to Tread in the 
ſame Steps; Animated by the Love of God, 
Reſtrained by his Fear, and Supported by 
Faith in Him, with a chearful Reſignation 
to the Will of God, and the greatef. Meek-
